Accordlnfr to the official newspaper of the Black 
Panther Party (DPP), the BPP was started during December, 

1966, in Oakland. California, to organize black. people so 
they can take control of tt\e life, politics, and the destiny 
of the black corj^unlty. It was organized by BOCDY G. SEALE, 

BPP Chairman, and liUEY P. NEIVTOH, Minister of Defense, BPP. 

The official newspaper, called "The Black Panther," 
regularly states that the DPP advocates the use of guns and 
guerrilla tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression 
of the black people. Residc?nts of the black conmunity are 
urged to am the.’nselvcs against the police who are consistently 
referred to as "pigs" who should be killed. 

The newspaper, in its issue of September 7, 1968, 
had .an article Ly the then Minister of. Education, GEORGE 
!*rw:;K.4y, This article e.ndcd with the iollowing: 

"Black men. Black people, colored persons of 
Anerlca, revolt everywhorcl Arn yourselves. The only"- - 
rnilure worth keeping Is revolutionary culture. Change. 

Freedom everywhere. Dynamite I Black power. Use the gun. 

Kill the pigs everywhere."

DAVID HILLIARD, Chief of Staff, BPP, in a speech 
at the San Francisco Polo Field on November 15, 1969, said 
"We will kill Richard Nixon."

Students for a Democratic Society, commonly 
known as SDS, come into existence at a founding convention 
held during June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan; Fr<xn an 
initial posture of ."participatory democracy," Marxist- 
Leninist ideology cf various shadings became predominant 
during 1968-1969 with debate centering on how best to create 
a revolutionary youth movement, SDS moved from involvement 
in the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam w^u: position 
to advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist line linking up 
the oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America 
with the black liberation movement in the United States. 

All major factions within SDS embrace Marxism-Lenisn 
and identify internationally with China, Cuba and North 
Vietnam as countries leading the worldwide struggles 
against the United States. However, the Soviet Union 
was regarded as imperialist and with the Communist Party, 
United States of America, "revisionist" in nature. 

SDS operated under a national constitution which 
called for an annual National Convention , (NC) and quarterly 
National Council meetings wherein programs were initiated 
and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
with a National Interim Committee to run the organization. 
Regional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
the national meetings but each functioned independently on 
local matters. Its official publication "Fire" (formerly 
"New Left Notes") last appeared in December, 1969. 

Internal factionalism of serious proportions 
developed during 1968 - 1969 and the following three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June, 1969, NC: 
Weatherman, Worker Student Alliance (WSA) , and Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RY.M) . The effect of the split on SDS chapters 
throughout the country was divisive. Some aligned with one 
or the other of the three major factions. Others, unable to 
Identify with any faction, disassociated with SDS completely 
and changed names. 

The SDS national office in recent years was 
located at 1608 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. It 
was closed in February, 1970.

1968-1969 with debate centering on how best to create a 
revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from involvement in 
the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam v;ar position to 
advocacy of a militant anti-imperialist line linking up the 
oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America v/ith the 
black liberation movement in the United States. All major 
factions within SDS embrace Marxism-Leninism and identify 
internationally with China, Cuba and North Vietnam -as 
countries leading the v/orld-wide struggles against the United 
States. However, the Soviet Union was regarded as imperialist 
and with the Corununist Party, United States of America,

Four of the curretrt Suprene

appointees, cacluding Justice Powell, 
said they did not believe in Ibe righi to 
unanimity in state or federal courts. An 
addition of ona more jusiiee with like 
views eouM eliminate the requirement 
of unanimous vcrdicis in federal iriab. 

In most eases concerning power of 
govcnuncnl over the individual, the 
Burger Court hu rukd ia favor of 
government. The nujor csccption was 
denying Mr. Nison's request that the 
right to wiretap thuK suspecicd of 
domestic subversion be given without 
court consent. The Court ruled I'O 
against the request. 

Although ihi's made civil 
libcitarbns happy it was not an oc- 
casion for unremiiigaicd rejoicing. The 
decision docs not say the governntent 
cannot wiretap anyone they believe 
subversive but that a judge's permiuion 
is necessary. Usually there b no trouble 
finding a judge to sign such a permit, 
especially if he was appointsd to offict 
by Mr. Nisoa. 

In strengthening the government’s 
power over the individual, the Burger 
Court ruled that military survcilbncc 
ol civilians could not be chaUcngrd sim- 
.ply on the grounds it discouragis 
dissent.
